ed axes and ate the mammoth and 
wooly rhinoceros, They are danger¬ 
ous whenever there is the least dan¬ 
ger. They are pot in sympathy with 
men of good minds and good civic 
morality."

The appointment of Judge Taft 
to a lahinct jiosition is corroliorative 
evidence, if any he required, of 
I’resiilent Roosevelt’s fervent faith 
in Government by Injunction.

O ' HE wiNCii ot »ocisl unrMt 
are riling high. Thomtnd* 
are rtiirrd >n *¥**** 
prrtiee, indignant at the 
anrrender of their political orgarii.

p.m and 8t. Ixuia and are casting 
ebont for new affiliations, _imeon- 
ackns of the presence or meaning of 
5ic Socialist party. Other thousands 
ate rushing into our' ranks, eager to 
/join in the aasault on Capitalism. ■ 
Those thousands must he educated 
^ order to become staiinch and 
Enstworthy comrades. But educa- 
Stion alone irill not suffice. It must 
Jie -rendered fertile and efficient by 
jprgsnization. 

' This is the time when tho full 
yeaning of th..* social revolution is 
, in upon us. We want only a 
(nl and orderly education. We 
ant calm reason and enlightened 
falflligencc to solve the social prob¬ 
lem without blood and without iron. 

But the forces of reaction care 
^nglit for reason or peace, when 
Ueir profits are endangered. They 
^ not intend to study Socialism, 
■but to snpprcsa it without caring to 
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know what it reallv is. And behind 
them is the ignorant and dull throng ft 
whom the capitalist systom baa|U* 
turned into “brothers to the ox.” 

The scattering of literature and 
the paasionlcsB voting at dectiona 
will not touch the intclUjreno® 
such people. To be victoroua. thejj 
working class must reckon with tho 
anaidiist spirit of this type of men. 
Whoever nursed the illusion that the 
elasB struggle would dissolve into a 
pleasant and good-natured voting 
contest, and that the outvoted capi¬ 
talist forces would qaictly surrender 
the powers of government to the 
working class, had better look about 
him and face the facts. 

How trill the development of so¬ 
ciety proceed within the next dec¬ 
ade? Will the Socialists have time 
to penetrate with the light of reason 
into every nook and comer of capi¬ 
talist societj' ? Or will history^ rush 
down Upon us with unforeseen 
events which will burr the flower of 
tho revolutionary prMetariat in an 
avalanche of blood, before we are 
fairly prepared to meet the storm? 

Take even the best possibility. Let 
us assume thatjre shall be enabled 
to count .1 clear majority of Sixiiilist 
votes at -^le polls, say nine millions, 
while the capitalist forces will rally 
only abont-eight millions, at some 
time in the near future. And fake 
it for granted that the Socialists 
have control of a few states, before 
this event takes place in the national 
electioW 

What will follow? The capital¬ 
ists will atill be in control of the 
federal forces, and of the majority of 
the states. And they will be pre- 
Mrcd for such an emergency as this, 
nliat shall wc do then? Nothing 
but a dvil war remains, and they, 
will be prepared, while we shall be 
compelira to organize our forces un¬ 
der their Arc. Will it not be better 
to face the truth and be prepared as 
well as they? 

We might as well begin our organ¬ 
isation in good eeroest now. We 
may as well realize that our educa¬ 
tion is not complete, until every able 
bodied man has become accustomed 
to the idea of ^ing to the full length 
of his convictions, of badcin^ up his 
ideas with that spirit and with such 
messs as have been the last resort of 
all true men in times of great stress. 

The forces of reaction are organiz¬ 
ing and arming for the maintenance 
of slavery, and they are willing to 
uphold with their lives a system 
which keeps the more far-seeing 
■ucnibsrs of society in bondags to the 
exploiters and to their willing or ig¬ 
norant dupes. Can we do. less for 
freedom ? 

Educate, comrades I But at the 
same time get your organization into 
such shape that it will bo more than 
a mere literary club. Practice the 
manly arta as well. Do not forget 
physical culture while you are en¬ 
raged in mental culture. Let your 
local be a reading club today, and 
an athletic club tomorrow. Lrarn to 
think, but do not forget to learn how 
to march—and how to shoot. Learn 
to work together, but be also pre¬ 
pared to together. 

The constitution of the TTnitod 
States declares that the right of the 
proplc to bear arms shall not be in¬ 
fringed. Let ns make use of this 
right while wc may, and wc shall 


not have to regret onr inaUltty to I 
use arms when we must bear 'thra. 

Let ns not shrink from calling 
things by their proper names. It 
may be a dangerous thing to. have a 
lot of armed men about you, bectnae 
the temptation for premature vio¬ 
lence and useless bloodshed is a fac- 
jltor to be cerefnUy oonaidered. But 
|jrcmcmber that you have ermed men 
all about you now, and they are all 
ton the side of your enemies. We 
might as well have a few of our 
friends armed. If we must live 
among armed men, let ns get used to 
having arms. In dne time wc shall 
soquiro the discipline necessary to 
avoid a rash and ill-advised use of 
arms. 

Being armed will hot prevent ns 
from being culm and continuing onr 
peaceful work. Bcason with your 
neighbors and educate them. But it 
will assist your argument materially, 
if you can back it up with your 
whole athletic personality. And 
what is true of the individual, is 
true of your organization. A street 
meeting attended by a dozen com¬ 
rades who are accustomed to boxing, 
jjrrcstling and military drill, will be 
less in danger of disordorly and dis¬ 
turbing elements. Besides, the ne¬ 
cessity of practicing and drilling to¬ 
gether will be an additional incent¬ 
ive to attend the husincss meetings 
of the local. And it will bring you 
all closer together and give you more 
confidence in yourselves. 

Consider alro that luuce will be so 
much more secure, the more we im¬ 
press tha reactionary element with 
our determination to defend our 
manly rights to the utmost. There 
will be less eagerness on their part 
to overstep the bounds of discretion, 
when they know that we are prepared 
to retaliate in kind. 

You may say that any attempt on 
our part to form a military organi¬ 
zation Till arouse the reactionaiy 
element so much quicker to violence. 
Well, they are using violence even 
now, whether we arc armed or not. 
They are using as much violence 
against the unarmed workers of Chi¬ 
cago as against the armed miners of 
Colorado. I know that wc arc an 
insignificant minority now, and 
could not resist if the capitalists 
made a violent assault on us. But 
nevertheless, if they contemplated a 
crusade of destruction, we might as 
well meet them armed as unarmed 
and die with honor. 

A majority of Socialists, well or¬ 
ganized and determined to uphold 
their pcacoful'clection victory bv the 
help of arms, will act as a sfrong 
chec)^ upon the destructive impulses 
of the capitalist minority. On the 
other hand, if the Socialist majority 
is unarmed and badly organized, we 
shall see ourselves balked at the very 
threshold of victory. 

I do not urge that the .Socialist 
party be turned into a military or¬ 
ganization with a military discipline. 
But-1 do adviro tho comrades to 
learn the art of brotherly co-opera- 
lion in manly arta and to acquire the 
faculty of transforming their local 
into a fighting organization at the 
sound of the tocsin. TTie greater 
events outside will furnish in due 
time those elements which will be re- 
T'iiytl for the maintenance of the 
Socialist republic against reaction¬ 
ary counter-revolutions. 

I/ct us prepare for the great events 
of the future and meet them with a 
sound laxly, a sound mind, and a 
sound organization. 


SOCIALISM AND THE CITY. [ By WiNFIELD R. 


CoKBTStrcnv* Mukioifal Socuusm. 
“^^OCIALISTS have been critics in the main until toda^ because 
I they have had no opportunity to be anything dfe. They have 
been sufBciently occupied in most localities to maintain their 
right to criticise even. But with the growth of the party to 
pmitical strength and the approach to political power and 
resportsibility, comes the obligation to assume the ronstructivc attitude 
and frame of mind, and begin to answer the question, ‘TS^hat are you 
going to do?” in some definite and coherent fashion. 

•And those who are wise in the Social-Democratic ranks will be 
thankful that the day of opportunity comes upon us gisdnally, that the 
doors do not open to us widely at once. The natural process of acquir¬ 
ing political power, under our form of government, will bring us to 
control first in the local, then in the state, and lastly, in the national 
government. And while we say, and must say, that we cannot accomplish 
our aim until we shall have a n..siority in Congresi and a .Socialist presi¬ 
dent in tfic chair; let us also recognize the fact that the very ability to 
elect a majoritv ot congressmen and a president involves the responsi¬ 
bility tor locaf and state administrations for seme time in advance. 
Morixiver, we do not want to leave behind us any unoccupied positions 
in the hands of our enemies, by means of which they could defeat ni 
even if wc were intrenched in the national seats of power. 

But meanwhile, there is much to be done in the smaller circles of 
collective action and interest. The experiments which capitalists have 
been compelled to make in collective ownership and control are to be 
supplemented and followeil up sympathetically. The “blind struggle in 
the dark” which has markcil the evolution of the city and the state in 
collective ownership and control is to be replaced by a “conscious evolu¬ 
tion.” The type of tho collective unit is to be brought into the course 
of development; the princinles of collective industrial control arc to be 
worked out ; liie problem oi industrial democracy is to he attacked upon 
the smaller field, so that when it comes to its working out upon the 
larger national field wc shall not be ignorant cither of tho principles nor 
of the practical difficulties. There will be need also of men who have 
the confidence of the people,—confidence won in the local fields of ad¬ 
ministration and l/^islation, .who have proven their ability and honesty 
in the service of those they represent. 

Let us be frank enough to say, that if the complete political power 
were to come at once and all at once into the hands of the Social-Demo¬ 
cratic party wc should be embarrasficd by its possession now, and in the| 
end would probably he hindered by very e.tccss of responsibility in the 
doing of those things which wc desire to do. It is the recognition of 
such facts as this that has brought the majoritv of thr members of the 
party face to face with the nece.ssity for the adoption and working nut 
of a program, and has put tho impossibili.sts gently loit firmly outside 
the ranks of the working clns.s political movement. Those who expect 
to achieve the Co-operative Commonwealth, not bv hard intelleetiial and 
social labor, but by some sudden entastrophe, belong not among the ranks 
of .Social-Democrats, but among the .\nnrrhi.st.». 

For .should the catastrophe come, in spite of the patience of the 
working class and the unwillingness of the Sooial-Deinoerats to make nr 
suffer violenee, it will mean that we mu.st face iiroblems only the more 
difficult because of the social disorganization and the personal bittcrnes.s 
that will inevitably follow any such outbreak.

Local governmants, 
county, town and city, are completely under tbc control of the rat ^ 
state governments, under the limitations of the national conto L— 
Charters are granted to cities by state legislatures, and can be aiMnS^ 
only by state action. Even the taxing power is completely in fhs^?? 
,of the state, which can and does exempt certain properties from 
cipal taxation, in view of a certain tax paid to the state. Mtmicin^^ - 
are limited, eipre.ssly, by state law from entering into any lines 
dnstrial or commercial effort, unless specifically permitted to do' 
The stronghold of private property is in the state government. But S 
natural point at which the socialization of industry begins is Ok 
cipality. • . 

Thus the Social-Democrat lia.s a two-fold problem to work out. Wri 
must secure from the local state governments permission for ^ 
municipalities to act freely within the sphere of their own lift ^ 
interests. To do this he must overcome the prejudice and ignorano^ 
the dwellers in the country who know little and arc likely to care Im 
about the affairs of the city. But he will be strongthcnol'in his efforts 
by the growing interests of the small town.s and cities, and the f>ct flu* 
the representatives of these in the state Jegislaturcs will be better oinj. 
ized and more accustomed to organizeef action than .those from*flit 
country. 

Thus it Ixx-oinos plain that Municipal Autonomy is really the SrK 
one of the planks to he put in tho Socia -Democratic .State and'Municips] 
program. Until this is had. in all matters which concern the inter^ 
of the municipality, there c.in be but scant progress in social develop; 
ment. Indeed this is'tqday the cliicf obstacle in the way of mtmic^ 
progress. 

Municipal Autonomy should be .-ocured for every municipslfe . 
giving the following powers: ‘ 

1. romplcte political home rule. 

’ 2. Complete control over all taxing and bonding transactioai 

which arc proper to the life and welfare of the city. 

•T Freedom to engace in any enterprise, within or without Hioia 
territory, except ns speeilicallv )>rohibited by state nr national law. 

The ideal is. self-government for city, state and nation. And thij 
can and must be attained for tlie city, if Democracy is to have its wsy, 
That it will'be attained. Is guaranteed far core by the growth of ntlisz 
population tlian by any propaganda nr agitation of the Social-DemoenU. 
Indee<l, it is the purpose of this article to show that the guarantee of sB 
the things for which we have re.ison to hope lies rather, and much more, 
in the economic and industrial development than in our own actions m 
a propafanda, or even as a political, movement. It is the function of 
the .Soeial-Democratie party to con-scioiisly seize the opportunity, diisat 
the arousing social consciousness, and by study and forclbou^dit proridt 
again.st reactions \vk'"h might destroy in a mohth the whole frpH of 
centuries of civilization. 

The Social-Democratic members of state asscmhlica and local govern- 
ments will do well not to regard themselves merely as the reprCHn-

Foul-Mouthed Gen. Bell, the 
miUtarj- pest that has been kioJdnx 
the national conatitution full of 
holes in Colorado and robbing wage 
workcrii and small merchants of all 
their sacred rights to home and 
liberty of person, has been inter¬ 
viewed by one Welter Wellman, a 
creature of (he walth interests. 
Wellman's mii^-nion was to give the 
Colorado horrors a gvitMsl color. He 
gives a long account of what Gen, 
Bell said to him, putting in a few 
dashes to hide tho coarseness of the 
speech of this unspeakable brute. 
That the rca'idcr may see what a fmc 
tool of capitalist aggression and 
Tulgar lawlesaness Bell is, we give 
the following part of tlie interview 
with the vulgarity restored as far as 
it is safe to give it: 

‘••WpV* iimply bssn doinR what we 
had to do, and haring done our buNiaeita 
I can’t aay that 1 have any particular 
feeling about It one uay or another. 
And furthennore, I don’t care a God 
d—n w^at the Itast or the Stath or the 
Weet or any othtr man thinka of it_ 

‘“^V'ell, they started up that God 
d—m-d habeas corpus bunlDeea, and I 
told 'cm that wasn't any good—that 
what they needed waa not habeas ctir- 
pus, but pott-morteau. Sheriff Robert- 
son, the a—of a o—of a Federationist, 
wh 6 afterward niked out of office when 
they showed him a laziat with a doom 
at tbe ba.dnesa end of it, wanted to 
serve a lot of Judge Seeds' writs on me. 

***1 went to see Judge Serds, and I 
told tbe eon of a b— what I thought of 
him, and 1 didn't uao any Sunday 
School grammar, either. I aaid there 
waan’t s man in Colorado who had .more 
reepeet for tbe eonrU and the lawithan 
I had. •'But, by Joans,- I added,‘•^ou 
and yopr court htT# got’ to pay iaome 
resaeet to me. too. I am here to heap 
order, and 1 am gping to keep It,” 

“That waa joat what I wanted—a 
test ease that could be taken up to the 
Stmreine Court. You know, when we 
did got to the Supreme Court we get 
the didsion. JndM Seeds dedd^l 
agnlnat us. but that didn't make anv 
dVereoee; it didn't turn the man Imwe.

meeting was called, but attended mainljr bv Social-Democrats. A local 
lawyer appealed to the State Attorney dt .Wiaoonsin for an investig«tioi 4 
which will doubtless tom out vQry much as hare lUl other attempU at 
‘Hmst-busting/* Cc-operative ice companies have bw*n organized and 
their stock offered for sale. The public mind is greatly stirr^, an^ 
most important of all, certain business elements sec that their intereata 
will be as well sen'ed by the public ownership and operation of an ica 
plant as by the same sort of water supply. Accordingly, when the 
Social-Democrat,goes to Madison next fall, as some of them expect to go 
in the capacity of legislators, they will Snd the way prepared for tho 
enactment of a law whiebv while lienefitting a cIaas whieli is more or less 
temporary in the nature of the industrial de\*elopment, will at the same 
time provide permanently for one of tlie necessities of the life of the 
jioople being fumishcnl under their own control and ownership. 

It is for the Social-Democratic legislator to rh; to it that tlic or¬ 
ganization of this plant is of such a character that it will not too easily 
fall a prey to the profit-hungry corporation or the boodle-seeking politi¬ 
cian. and this he will do l»y following weM-establishiHl principles of 
public control and democratic <diik'ipline. 

It is the duty of the working cla.vi represectalive in legislative 
office? to forward the soidalization of all enterprisi*? as much as possible, 
and secure their operation on the lines of industrial drmooraev. In 
doing this he will meet the opposition of the capitalist representatives, 
who will of course wish to have ihtse enterprises operatcsl as much as 
possible for their own benefit. .\ml be may anticipate efforts on their 
part along the following lines, essentially: 

(1) By operation on llie usual principle of commercial transactions, 
giving special privileges to large user.< and relmles or reductions to large 
consumers. 

(•<?) By ojM‘ration at n profit, and the application of these profits to 
the reduction of private taxt^. 

(3) Bv k(H*|)ing remunerative positions in connection with such 
enterprises at such a .salary level as to provi le comfortable j)osiiions for 
memliers of their cla.*s, and in-sisiing that only members of their class 
arc fit for such places. 

f4) By perpetuation of the cimtrncl system in public works, to give 
opportunity for “rakc-ofT” and “graft** to members of their class or 
friend.s. 

(5) By limirAtion of financing and Iwmding p.»wers of the munici¬ 
pality. so as to throw the financial control into tho hands of the present 
financial aristocracy, etc., etc., etc. 

On the other hand, the representativi*^ of the working class will con* 
stantlv endeavor to modify these activities in ways like the following: 

(1) I’ublic enterprises to he operated, 

(a) cither free of eo.«t to tlie public, and paid for out of tho general 
fund; 

fb) or service to be furnislied at cost of production; ) 

(c) or service furnished at a profit, the profit to be^ipplied in fftich 
a manner as to l»enefit the whole j>eople, and not to reduce taxes. 

(2) By application of civil service principle and equalization of 
salaries. 

(3) By inaugurating a complete system of public works depart¬ 
ments in stale and local affairs. 

(4) By enlarging bonding and financing powers of state and local 
governments, ^o as to deliver the people from the money power and the 
bankers. 

(5) By intr-Mlurtion of initiative and referendum on all matters 
pertaining to the public welfare or the holding of public office. Under 
this head will come the use of all mo<1em metlions of facilitating the 
voting of the |XH^ple, such as electrically connected voting machines, etc. 

From what lias been said it will seen that the Social-Democrat 
will not have to violate anv principle of his party faith which prohibits 
fusion or trading votes in legislative action.But knowing, as others do 
not know, the undercirrents which are at work, he will forward tho plana 
of the working class now tlirough this and now by that channel, or by 
the aid of the co-operative social or industrial group which may he com-’ 
poacd of reprvwntatives from different and opposite political parties. 
As an econom’ic c.xpert he will know how to clear tho channel of popular 
legi.slation for those things whicli will I>enefit his class, while under- 
sUuiding also how to play opposing forces against each other for hinder¬ 
ing legislation hurtful to his class. 

Tonstructive Socialism is like ennstruetive landscape gardening. 
It consists not in a mere upheaval of existing forms, so much as in n 
shaping and forming of elements already pre.eent and in process of

tativiui of f pqHtical machine which has thrust them into poaitions of 
more or leaa ^wer, as rather the forerunners of that coming industrial 
atate, or social organization, which has cast them on ahead, as the break¬ 
ing crest of a coming wave, or as scouts before an army. 

They are to fight “on a parliamentary basis the class struggle which 
brought into eiiatence the Swialist movement” in all lands. -Amd their 
functions may be spoken of as being two-fold, (1) educative or agitative, 
and (8) effe-tive. 

The first of these functions will doubtless be the princiral one while 
tho party U ao far in the minority that it cannot gain sumcient aid to 
cany out any portion of its program. It will be most effectively ao 
oompliahad by the introduction of well-drawn measures which look to¬ 
ward the immediate benefit of the working class of the community; by 
mihority repor^ when the Social-Democrat is appointed on committed 
of variona bodies; by administrative or eiccntivcdecisions and actions 
which give dccidod advantage to the working class as such, if there 
should offer opportunity for such action. Even if the latter should be 
over-ruled, or perhaps, even more by its being over-ruled, the attention 
of the working class will be attracted to the facts connected with its 
precept enslavement, and so made the more intelligent as to the way of 
release. 

The second function, of effective action, by which is meant the 
actual aeepring of political action favorable t»-thp working class, while 
likely to be somewhat deferred with respect to targe resnlta. should never¬ 
theless be kept constantly in mind, as having sufficient promise of im¬ 
mediate results to warrant some plan of proccedurc and some program 
of effort. 

.Vll measures arc to be eonsidoreil in the light of their bearing upon 
the working class as sueli. Those which will prepare the working people 
for their part in tho class struggle—by increase of tlieir intelligence, by 
strengthening their bodies, by securing independence of livelihoosl for 
them—arc to be considered as so many weapons making for their victor)'. 
On the other hand, the taking away from tr," capitalist class of exclusive 
privileges, making the eourts free to all. and securing as far as possible 
tlie limitation of tho.so powers—finaneial, legal, social and political— 
which have accumulated in the hands of that class, will tend of course 
by weakening the opposing class to make the victory of the working class 
more easy and more certain at every step. 

.\nd this same idea of the “class struggle” may well be the guiding 
star of the Social-Democratic legislator and administrator: for the 
prolilcm of Constructive .Socinlisni is after all not ao mueli like the plan¬ 
ning and building of a great dwelling, as it is like the organization of an 
army, with which to take po.weaaion of the enemy’s camp and territory. 
It i.s to organise for taking j)0.s.sp..3ion, for keeping possession and for 
proper use in poase.ssinn, of the social and industrial structure already 
in exi.stencc, that we mn#t bend our energies and intelligence. .\nd 
here is the reason why the Social-Defnocratic strategist must know 
thoroughly the nature of the country to he poase.ssed, and the nature of 
the enemy’s organization, his strength and weakness. 

The previous chapters have sliown that the capitalist class, hy reason 
of the industrial developiiieiit, has been compelled to give up one position 
after another. This i.s due to the fact that while there is a capitalist 
elas.s wliich can be considered as a unit politically and socially, on the 
industrial and coiiimereial field there are antagonistic elements within 
this class wtiich endeavor to take advantage of each other. In their 
struggle for mastery among themselves, they voluntarily abandon on,! 
position after another to the people as a whole—the working class, which 
tlieri'liy has been .slrcngtlieiied, educated, uplifted, given political eipiali- 
tvetc. Hut hitherto the working class has exerted itself to gain these 
things for itself in only a slight degree. The control over the govern¬ 
ment has always been maintained hv the capitalist class, snd the control 
over the essential means of exploitation. They are today, though they 
have givim up st much, still the masters. The ou-nership of the labor- 
saving machines of the worhl gives to them the great power of controlling 
civilization. If the hours of labor have been reduced, they still have a 
largi'r product tlian liefore; if wages even are somewhat higher, they 
have control over the throttle that determines the price level; if water is 
cheap through municipal ownership, and strests are lighted free, the 
price of rent makes up the difTerenee to the ready capitalist, while street¬ 
car fares and electric light bills fill in the crevices made bv the stnigglc 
of the trades unions, t'oal we know how to mine and ship, but we do 
not control the machinery that must he uscfl to handle it; iee we have at 
our door in winter, and willing hands to handle it, hut -ve do not— .ilss 
—own even land enough nor buildings enough to store the stuff until 
hot weather makes of it a noeessity in a great city. 

Yes, it is possession that we are striving for. .\nd all gifts of law 
and liberties .are as nothing, if the people do not control those things 
which have"b<«n)ic necessary to their common life. 

It is for the ^odial-Deinocrat to understand and take advantage of 
the fact that, in the struggles now going on in society, there are social 
groups which at various times will find their tempnrnrv inierests to bo 
served, hv tlie application of some principle which the .Social-Democrat 
knows to be permanently valuable to the working class. .\n illustration 
of this is to be found ir a recent noeiirrcncc in Jlilwaukcc. The forma¬ 
tion of an ice combine nail forced the price cf iee to an unheard of level. 
Merchants of all sorts who used iee protested, but to no effect. mass

“The consequences of such a policy 
nould be that our psrtv, >^-bose object 
it is, to ss soon AS possible, change the 
present social system to that of ths 
Co-operative Comnonwealth, a party 
with a thoroughly revolutionary policy, 
would be replaced bj a party satisfied 
with reforming the present social sys¬ 
tem. 

“Therefore, we believe, contrary to 
the policy of the Reviaionists, that the 
class struggle will not become less in¬ 
tense, but constantly more aggravated 
and we herewith declare: 

“1. That the party.declines to assume 
the responsibilty for the political and 
economic conditions resulting from the 
capitalist system snd. therefore, refuses 
to support enr meesures calculated to 
assist the ruling classes in continuing 
them in power. 

“2. That the Social-Democracy, in ae- 
oordance with the Kautsky resolutions 
adopted by the International Socialist 
Congress of Paris in 1000, cannot take 
part in bourgeois government. 

“\Ve, furthermore, condemn ell at- 
tampts to cover up the existing eocial 
contrasts, in order to bring about a co¬ 
operation with bourgeois parties.”

They exploit their reporters to 
the limit. Ifeporters have not yet 
learned the desirability of organiz¬ 
ing unions, and are therefore at the 
mercy of their employert.. Xor do 
the employera scruple to exercise 
the opportunities of their position 
to the utmost. The avernge me¬ 
chanic receives as .much pay a.s the 
averap. reporter, while a carpenter 
or a bricklayer receives much more. 
The rule of the newspaper publisher 
—WHO DEAHbY ^OVE.S LA¬ 
BOR—is like the rule of all other 
eap'tniists, who differ from the 
newsnnper publisher only in that 
they .re leas hypocritical. .A id that 
rule is to pay the smallest wages up¬ 
on which ms cmplojees will consent 
to exist.' This fncttA well illustrat¬ 
ed by an instance chat I now recall 
that occurred on a': certain news¬ 
paper whose piibliahcr prates miieli 
about his love for the '“forgotten 
min.” There was ander coniidera- 
tion the question of getting a cer¬ 
tain reno^r froitf^l^iai^pqlia. I 
was asked r hex' lary I be¬ 

lieved it wwidfkrejjiurt to,gat him. 
I replied that $f8- a weeks might 
probably be suffloient. “Offer him 
$18” was the order that was given 
to me.-s 1 replied that I did not be- 
licva the man would conic for $18 
a week, as he had a wife and some 
children to support. ■Furthermore.

that is echoed and re-echoeth as ir^hy 
times as there are papers printed. 

And to the discerning—to the 
man who understands—come back 
the varying echoes, “What can we 
we do to labor ?” “How can we ‘do’ 
labor?” 

I believe I know a little more 
about the RE.AL attitude of the 
capitalist press toward labor than 
ia knot^ by the average newspaper 
reader. For 14 ycara prior to 
August 1, last, I was connected. 


Bourke Oockran summed np the 
favorite “scientific” argument for 
the competitive capitalist system 
very clearly some years ago, when 
he appeartid before the Trust Con¬ 
ference that was held in Chicago.. He said: 

“Competition is not wnrfnre, in the senM of being deatmettre. Competi¬ 
tion if the best method of nieertnining tbe piece of grentest utility for eneh 
individusl. Believe me. every man hni >n aptitode for some occuMtion. A 
man who ii defeated iq one field of competition ia not excluded from the 
whole field of production, but he ii traneferred from a field of lesser to a field 
of greater elBciiney. Cnmpet.ition prevent, a misdirection of powers.” 

Now this reads smoothly and it may seem to be wisdom to many 
luperficitl observers and even victims, but the trouble is it is not true. 
Upon investigation it will be found not to have a leg to stand on. 

We want to put the question squarely to the average working man, 
the average wage worker, store worker or factory worker, it makes no 
difference: Do you find from actual experience and from obaervation 
of the experiences of the workers of your class, that competition—that 
ia, the capitaliat a.vstem—ia the best method that could be devised to do 

i usticc to all pcoAlc in the determining of their life work? You will 
dve to answer this in the negative. 

Outside of the interests of the workers themselves, the best inter¬ 
ests of the capitalist system are not served by this “best method.” 'Who 
Can estimate the amount of genius that is misplaced under the capi- 
tali:,t “best.method of ascertmning the place of greatest utility?” Who 
is able to measure the amount of human geniua that a life in a coal 
mine snuff.s out, for instance? a 

If what Bourke Cockran saya ia true then everybody today ia 
placed where his abilities can be of the greatest service to production 
and to progress. Is this true? No. On the contrary, nine-tenths of 
the workers arc held to employments they have no heart in. Only the 
licst work is done when it is dom in an interested manner. How about 
tlie-woman in the factory? How about the baby miU slaves? Are they 
where they belong? ' 

Under the capitalist system there must be waste so long as there 
is competition, ,but the saddest waste of all waste is the waste of hn- 
man Kves. It is an exhausting system, and those whoee lives are not 
wholly crushed out of their holies, soon run up a fund of ill heaKh, 
bnt must work on, or starve on if work cannot be had. 

For the (,Tcat wage army the landscapes smile in vain. Nature is 
beautiful. The world ia filled with countless delights—but not for 
the man of industry, the man who serves society ,by his productive 
labor. 

Ko.eomiietition is not the “best method" of putting each man in 
his place, but it is a sneewsfiil method of cheapening labor, in the in¬ 
terest., of the capitalists. The capitalists have fowd out how ruinous 
comp. tition is between the members of their own' class, and arc now 
resorting to eomhination from the necessity of the case. For ihem- 
selvcs the big capitalists want no competition, but for the small busi¬ 
ness men and the wage workers it is just the thing. It makes sure of 
the rapid downfall of the small bnsiness man and gets him out of the 
way, and it reduces the wage workers to the necessity of a scramble to 
see who shall work and who shall starve. It sets them to underbidding 
each other for work and thus keeps wages dosn. 

Tlio workera have tiecn advised by, the capitalists to their own de¬ 
struction. Taking the advice of the enemy doesn’t pay. Only a recon¬ 
struction of society by which only the indnstrlons wUl be succeaaful 
instead of the drones, as at present, will help the workingman. 

The scales arc falliiig from the worker’s eyes. He feels that a 
new and a humane and sane system of industry is just beyond and that 
his vote is needed to help bring it into view. In imagination he can 
smell the fragrance of its followers and its snnshine. He wants the 
dav to come when the wealth he produces will be his and when men 
will all be as brothers, with the necessity for craft, deception and ovef- 
reaching gone. When it will prosper a man to be honest, guileless 
and sweet. He is coming to sec the wrongs entailed in Mr. Cockran’s 
“good method” and he is enabled 'wd bri^tened bv the knowledge 
that upon him personally reats the necesaitv of helping in the new 
system. The uphill work of the Socialist advance is now nearly pas¬ 
sed. the tide has turned and the movanent is destined to swcot on 
from victoiy to victory. A groaning humanity calls out that this must 
be. And in sucli a world saving task, once seeing, no power on earth 
can hold the worker from responding to the call to dnty. 
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or managing editor, with large 
dailies in Detroit, Salt Lake. City, 
San Francisco, Chicago and New 
Y’otk. And to thia day, I never hear 
that old cry of “What can we do for 
labor?” that I do not think of the 
similar question that Alexander put 
to Diogenes. 

The great Alexander, weary of 
world-conquering, made a long 
joumev to the side of a sea whore

Taken to the sandy shore,, he 
found Diogenes seated in a tub en¬ 
joying the bright morning sunlight. 
He plied him with quoitions and 
was at first pleased and tneu delight- 
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philosophers answers. 

And finally, in an outburst of 
patronizing condescension, the great 
warrior .exclaimed, “Oh, my good 
man, what CAN I do for you ?” 

To which the haughty Diogenes, 
unused to an.vbody’s alms, quickly 
made reply: 

“Yon can get out of my sunlight. 
I came here to enjoy the warmth 
of the snn which is my right—not 
to accept favors even from a king.” 

Two thousand years and more 
have passed since then, but the 
counterfeit spirit of Alexander is 
atilLembodied in tbe attitude of the 
capitalist press toward labor. 

Unfortunately, however, the real 
spirit of Diogenes is not embodied 
in those who produce the wealth of 
the country. 

If it were, labor, replying to the 
question of the capitalist press, 
would say: “Ton can cease to aid 
those who are robbing us.” 

For capitalism, labor’s "Old Man 
of the- Sea” would soon be thrown 
off by labor if it were not for the 
efforts of tbe capitalist press to keep
